1. CHINA 

NYT'S SHABAD REPORTS CIA-PREPARED STUDY WHICH PREDICTS 
PRC UNLIKELY BECOME SIGNIFICANT FORCE IN WORLD PETROLEUM 
MARKETS OVER NEXT DECADE, DESPITE RAPID CURRENT INCREASES 
IN OUTPUT, SINCE CHINESE DOMESTIC NEEDS WILL LIKELY LIMIT 
OIL EXPORT POTENTIAL. STUDY CONTENDS THAT EVEN UNDER 
MOST FAVORABLE ASSUMPTIONS, PEKING WILL BE ABLE EXPORT 
IN 1985 ONLY TENTH OF OIL NOW BEING EXPORTED BY OPEC 
COUNTRIES. TITLED "CHINA: ENERGY BALANCE PREJECTIONS", 
STUDY COMPLETED TWO MONTHS AGO FOR USE OF GOVT OFFICIALS, 
NOW AVAILABLE TO PUBLIC THROUGH CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 
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SHABAD NOTES REPORT LISTS THREE FACTORS THAT WOULD TEND 
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INHIBIT HIGH PRC OIL EXPORT PROJECTIONS: CHINESE COAL 
INDUSTRY GROWING SLOWLY IN RECENT YEARS, REQUIRING 
CONVERSION OF SOME INDUSTRIES TO OIL; PRC COMMITTED TO 
RAPID AGRIC MECHANIZATION, WITH OIL PREDOMINANT FUEL 
TO BE CONSUMED; AND CHINESE APPROACH TO INDUSTRIALIZATION- 
SMALL PLANTS WIDELY DISTRIBUTED-INVOLVES LESS EFFICIENT 
USE OF ENERGY THAN CONVENTIONAL LARGE PLANTS.

JOHN EMMERSON (HOOVER INSTITUTION ) IN NYT NOTES THREE 
LARGEST NON-RULING CP'S IN WORLD-FRANCE, ITALY, JAPAN- 
HAVE PROCLAIMED INDEPENDENCE OF MOSCOW. TRACES POSTWAR 
EVOLUTION OF "LOVABLE COMMUNIST PARTY" LINE FIRST ENUNCIAT 
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ED BY SANZO NOZAKA AT YENAN IN 1944. CITES CURRENT 
JCP PLATFORM AIMED AT ACHIEVING POWER THROUGH NON-VIOLENT, 
PARLIAMENTARY MEANS. AND ICP PLEDGE TO RESPECT HUMAN
